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THE ORIENTAL RENAISSANCE. 


‘ The recent Indian National Congress has 
evoked a great number ot comments. “What- 
ever the outcome: of the present situation, 
there is no doubt that the merely contenip- 
tuous style of Anglo Indian criticism which 
was frequent. and to a large extent justified; 
& few years ago is no longer in place,” writes 
the “Daily Telegraph.” “One broud fact de- 
mocracy in this country mast force-itself to 
realise The Russo-Japanese conflict was one 
of the greatest, as well as bloudiest, struggles 
éver fought in the world, and nothing in the 
relatious of East and West can ever be quite 
the same as it was before. These are grave 
words. Weusethem advisedly. We would 
fain beg for some attention to them. Upon the . 
Manchorian plains and in the adjacent waters 
the armies, the fleets ofa great white Power 
went down before, an Asiatic adversary. 

“ At the sound of that amazing event a new 
epoch of history opened visibly. The Asiatic , 
renaissance had begun—the awakening of 
those vast races, numbering eight hundred mil- 
lions of mankind, who have peopled the 
Mother of Continents from a period im- 
memorial ; who were the equals or the super- 
iors of the Western: nations in medieval 
civilisation ; and who have only been driven to 
acknowledge the scientific ascendency of the 
European intellect since a moment that seems 
like yesterday by comparison with the an- 
tiquity of their annals, Itis certain that the 
political and religious and social “consequences 
of the Asiatic renaissance will be far slower in 
the process than we are apt to think, thoagh 
probably not less tremendous in the ultimate 
issue than even the boldest minds anticipate ” 

“The disorders at the ludian National Con- 
gress this year will doubtless be made the text 
for many solemn lectures on the folly of any 
and ‘every Liberal movement in India, but 
thoughtfal men will know how little store to 
lay by them,” says the “Manchester Guardian.” 
“the Indian Congress has met every, year 
since Lord Ripon ended his fainous Vice- 
royalty, and always, till this year, in perfect 
order. Its greatest enemy has been the iudiffer- 
ence of English public opinion. But for this it 
would long ago have been recognised as one of 
the most important of oar Imperial institu- 
tions.”

we cannotvimagine them turning a deaf ear. [t 
would, indeed, be a bad day for Liberalism 
when loyalty to its principles in Iudia failed to 
awaken an answering sense of .duty amongst 
English Liberals. The situation in India 1s now 
unmistakably clear. For a few years longer the 
fort can be held for thé cause of peacetul and 
constitutional Liberal reform; but unless 
English Liberals také energetic action for its 
assistance, thé time is not. very far distant 
when India will become, like Ireland, a’ per- 
manent entanglement of English politics, per- 
haps actually incapable of being resolved by 
constitutional reform. There is no longer any 
excuse for fuilure to understand for what the 
Indian National Congress stands.”

shadow while a faint haze veils the temple 
below. That Mr. Ogilvie can paint movement 
as well as silence is shown by his “Sandstorm 
in the Desert” where you almost feel the wind 
that sways the two lonely palm trees and seea 
Bedouin straggling through the blinding sand 
with a heavily laden camel toiling behind him 
and while still farther off another figute, also 
pressing towards the goal of shelter and safety, 
emerges ghostly in the distance. The “Lonely 
Palm Tree near Helouan” will be recognised 
by many who have stayed there and everyone 
who joves the desert will appreciate the faith- 
fal rendering of the landscape and the evening 
sky with its tender gradations of colour. I hear 
Mr. Ogilvie intends giving an exhibition of 
his work at the Winter Palace at Luxor about 
the middle of this month so that people who 
missed seeing the pictures here and going down 
river will have another opportunity. —

I listen to ae vac I see many things:

I see the palm-trees silhouetted through 
the golden air and the. silvery ahafts of the 
moon. I hear the lilt of the wind and the 
twitter of sleepy birds. I seem to feel an 
embrace ; it appears to me and a lump rises 
in my throat as I try to, keep back the 
sealding tears. 

..see A lone-bird waits in her empty nest 
close in the harbouring reeds. Stars which 
hang low watch over pitiful graves, sad, 
lonely graves which stand bare and forgotten 
in this land of strangers. The warm Southern 
pulse that makes everything weep, or exult 
in strange fierce ecstasy...... 

I dream, and [ call these sights and these 
sounds and these impressions, the voice of 
my soul, my inper sight. 

The mystery of this land fascinates me 
with a fascination which is tinged. with 
Wehmut. I gaze with hot eyes through unshed 
tears... The great pity of the land of Egypt! 

A hopeless memory crowds my brain : 
Echoes haunt me night and day, while sha- 
dows drift where there is nothing. 

. A voice calls to me to come away, away. 
It: whispers that here there is no joy, that 
the joy of life is dead for me, that for me 
theré is no gladness and no glory in Egypt 
ard that although the sun blazes overhead 
for me also, there is nothing left for my 
portion but grey shadows and> faint, intan- 
gible dreams, vague dreams, dim as the flight 
of birds mirrored at night in the umber waters 
of the Nile, dreams which pale and fade 
beyond remembrance until they are lost in 
the night. 

What do I seek here in the desert, what 
pleasure, what joie de vivre, what bleased 
oblivion of life? Isit‘release from the clang 
and clamour of imperial cities, is it avoidance 
of harassing folk, is it the peace of solitude, 
the deep quiet of complete isolation, or is it 
pride which draws me apart and do I here 
masquerade, a lonely mummer, as one who is 
above her fellow-men and women? In the old 
days the desert beyond the Nile was flecked 
with the huts of the solitary cenobites. And 
am I like those recluses of days gone by, 
wasting the golden hours of life in the Nirvana 
of idle contemplation, so that my Ego grows to 
be @ monstrous, poisonous weed? And if this 
be so will not the time come when every vein 
in my body will yearn with the parched thirst 
of the salt desert-sand for the warm, red blood 
of men and women who live in sweet com 
munion with their fellow-beings ? 

Out there where ‘the sky stoops to kiss the 
line of the horizon by phantom gradations of 
misty grey and the sheen of moonlight, I seem 
to see a vision. Is it but the mirage of the 
desert? Not indeed of the Egyptian desert 
but of that weary waste which is my despair- 
ing, solitary soul Isita mirage of the mind? 
Yet, while I hesitate and wonder, my eyes 
strain passionately té take the vision in, to 
drink it up. Is it notsome loved, ideal crea- 
tion of my own, a pleasant land which | shall 
never see otherwise than in fevered dreams, 
until the golden, wondrous hours when infinite 
dreams come true ; 

Amidst the troubled haze down by the river- 
bank, I sometimes fadcy that I see a form 
waiting for me by the side of. boat, sweet, 
silent. Then fear seizes upon me—or is it 
wanton hope. There is an intuition of loss 
which deepens into despair and in utter 
loneliness I sink to deeper dreams. 

rage I know a laughing brook that 
rans and ledps far down a mountain side and 
which then, like a truant, or a frightened child, 
pauses, and creeps thiough a forest where no 
birds sing, where no'tender throat strains ont 
in softest music. It is a desolate place, an 
unclaimed land, but all- its virgin silence 
speaks to me: itis the realm, where a pure, 
sweet love—a love far sweeter, far greater far 
more overpowering than that of any man, will, 
I know, I feel, be discovered. 

My heart has become a silent place. Oh ! if 
I could but wake from my lethargy, awake to

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Alexandrie, le 10 Janvier. 


Cette semaine encore, avec la fate de Noél 
Orthodoxe et l’anniversaire de |’av¢nement au 
tréne de S.A. le Khédive, nous n’avons eu 
que trois séances, dont les deux premiéres 
faibles et indécises et la derniére, celle d’au- 
jourd’hui, ferme et en hausse. 

Le principal mobile de cette allure contra 
dictoire a été Ia baisse du coton durant les 
premiers jours, snivie d'une reprise apprécia- 
ble. On ne doit pas étre sorpris de cette in- 
finence considérable exercée par la tenue des 
contrats sur la corbeille de nos valeurs ; Ia 
plupart de nos spéculateurs sont engagés 
simultanément dans les deux ebranches et 
lorsqu’ils subissent des pertes en cotous ils 
sont obligés de liquider leurs porteleuilles 
titres pour payer leurs différences.
